THE CAREER OF ME, Ww. OW. BAILEY.

“Tim” Bailey--to give him the appells- 
tion by -which the deceased wos generally 
known—was 57 ears of age, unl wos 
the son’ of an Trish lundlord of King’s 
County, Ireland, ono of a family of seventoen. .. 
Origioslly propared for the Army, he gave up o 
military curesr to ccme out Hast in 1875, going 
first to Coylon, where he learned the art of 
goffeo planting, Ho was well on tha way to 
success, when the industry failed for the time 
being, and in 1880 Mr. Builoy came on, to 


on what was known asthe Pengarang Kstate, 

Here again disaster overtook him, for the estate 
was burat ont ina single night, the nows being. 
recoived by Mr. Bailey while ho.was at Lome on 

holiday after 13 years’ absence, 

Thereafter ho took np a railway con‘ract 
in Selangor and also started planting 
Liberian coffee there. Again divaster. came 
along in the ‘shape of a plu:ne of eater- 
Fillara, which wiped ont the estate, in common 
with several others. In 1895, Mr. Bailey turned 
his attention to rnbber, being prectically the 
plouser of the industry in tho Native States, 

But many years of hard work were facod 
tefore Mr. Bailey reaped the fortune that re- 
warded him inlater years. ‘Uho companies with 
which the. deceased: gentleman was intimately 
connected were the Selangor Rubbir Company, 
founded fifteen years ago, Highlunds and Low- 
lands, Kapar, Sungei Kapar, Seaport aud the . 
Emerald Estate, and it is no secret that Mr. 
Bailey—who merited sucooss if anybody did 
—oventually left Malays in 1906 with o hand. 
some fortane, after 30 years of Jaborious life in 
ihe tropics. He settled down ot Plassy, near. 
Limorick, on the Shannon, but thotyh he had 
gone for goo, Mr, Bailey kept in elose touch 
with his ‘old friends, . It fs only a few months 
back that-he paid a flying visit’ to the scene of 
his former vicissitudes and triumpha, and be was . 


received with great’ cordiality by those who had 
‘Known him out here and expecially in Selangor. 


Of a genial, breezy and characteristic Irish 
nature, Mr, Bailey was devoted to the turf, 
both locally and at home. 
best known racahorsa owners out hore, and 
when he finally sotiled down at-home he gave 
full play to his love for the sport by starting a 
stad, and tokiny port as an owner in many 
class events, His best known horso was 
Bachelor’s Double, for which he paid £1,000, . 
and which won the City aud Suburban, and the 
Hunt Cap in one season. >
